Do your part for anti-censorship and indulge 
your loved one in something naughty and nice 
with Forbidden Passages: Writings Banned in 
Canada (Marginal, $20.95). All the short sto- 
ries, essays and illustrations in this book — 
from the likes of Kathy Acker, Dorothy Allison, 
Pat Califia, Susie Bright, bell hooks and more 
— have been and continue to be banned by 
Canada Customs. Money raised by the book 
will go to the defence fund of Vancouver's 
Little Sisters book store to help pay for last 
year’s legal battle with the B.C. Supreme Court 
over the seizure and banning of books carried 
by the store. 

If you know someone who doesn’t have a 
sweetie to share some hot literature with this 
Christmas, they might appreciate reading about 
other people’s sex lives, especially if they're a 
classical-music buff. Love Lives of the Great 
Composers by Basil Howett (Sound and Vision,

From sex bomb to female 
drag queen to confection, Hamilton tells a fasci- 
nating story about a woman who was definitely 
ahead of her time and paid the price. With lines 
like “I used to be Snow White, but I drifted” and 
an ever-shifting identity that left critics con- 
fused and Hollywood stunned, West's story has 
a lot to tell us about women in North American 
popular culture, and Hamilton tells it well. 

Another intellectual but entertaining take on

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Democracy is a fragile thing

lose your eyes and whisper the 
word Democracy. It’s a word 
getting a lot of attraction these days. 


My dictionary defines it as “a form of 


government where the supreme 
power is vested in the people.” 

There's a clarion call for democra- 
cy in Nigeria where the struggle for 
human rights has cost people their 
lives. Ken Saro-Wiwa paid dearly for 
opening his mouth, speaking his 
mind and fighting for fair treatment 
for his people, the Ogoni. 

Here in Edmonton, we're quite 
complacent about our democracy. 
We get to vote every three years for 
our city councillors, so everything is 
all right, right? No. Democracy is not 


just about voting. A thriving democ- 


racy shares information and pro- 
motes healthy discussion. 

The seat of our democracy is 
Edmonton City Hall. Mayor Bill 
Smith began last Thursday’s council 
meeting on a positive note, saying he 
was happy to see so many people in 
council chambers. He had been hop- 
ing people would begin showing up 
at the meetings, he said. 

Before long he would come to 
regret those words. 

Truth be told, not many people 
bother to show up. There are a few 
high level administrators sitting 
around for hours waiting to answer 
councillors’ questions. (Often the 
information councillors want is

plainly available in the reports that 
most of them don’t bother to read.) 
And there are a few bored media 
people waiting for something to hap- 
pen. 

But on Thursday, things crackled 
and it certainly wasn’t boring 
Chambers was packed with almost 
200 people determined to save public 
transit from savage cuts proposed by 
the administration. There were rag- 
ing new 
Canadians, students, and more 

Some kids from St 
High took some time off school hop 
ing to speak to the councillors. Not a 
chance. So they wrote down their 
concerns: “Why are we the ones who 
have to suffer? Did we bring this 
upon ourselves? We can’t buy a car 
You don’t have to ride the Edmonton 
Transit, do you? Well, you wouldn't 
Wait outside in the freezing cold for 
close to an hour would you? We have 
no choice.” 

Some councillors looked for 
money to buy back the service that 
was on the chopping block. But city 
finance chief Bob Ardiel and Richard 
Picherack, city manager and top 
administrator, said that money could 
not be found to buy back the 40,000 
hours. It would be irresponsible and 
it would tarnish the city’s reputation. 

A few hours later the dastardly 
deed was done and 40,000 hours 
were cut from the system. Once 
again, our elected people fell into 
line behind the real city power — the 


grannies, eco-types, 
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administration. 

Surprisingly, it was a close vote 
More significantly, there were votes 
cast against a healthy democracy 
Without citizen discussion and con- 
sideration of options, democracy 
shrivels. 

Council refused to allow public 
hearings for citizens to voice their 
concerns and ideas about the 1996 
budget. Council closed the door on 
the people who put them there. 

In response, people at the meeting 
were uppity (myself included). The 
mayor and council were heckled 
And since placards are not allowed 
in council chambers, citizens made 
do with file folders. On each file fold- 
er was inscribed a large block letter 
which, when held 
spelled out: “Don’t Let Transit Go to 
the Dogs!” This was in reference to

the $1 million council had budgeted 
to build a new dog kennel for the 
city’s 10 police dogs. 

(There was a comical moment 
when the letters were displayed: 
many were held upside down and 
some out of sequence. Eventually the 
protestors got it right.) 

True, it’s a long way from 
Edmonton to Nigeria. Here you get 
chided in the press for exercising 
your democratic right to protest. In 
Nigeria, you might get hanged. 

But without a vibrant democracy, 
one thing is certain: the wealthy and 
the powerful will get their way, as 
they so often have. e

n the spirit of the season — or perhaps 

because of it — the Stroll of Poets has 
moved indoors. For the fourth consecutive 
year, the Stroll of Poets Society will host the 
12 Days of Poetry Festival, showcasing 44 
local poets, at local coffee shops like Café 
Soleil, the Sugar Bowl and the Upper Crust 
Café.

The Stroll society is open to any local 
poet who wishes to submit a poem and pay 
a $5 membership fee.

anthology and they were invited to read at 
the one-day festival last fall. Of the hundred- 
some poets who participated, 44 have been 
selected to read during the 12 Days festival. 


Judging democratic 


Stroll society treasurer Doug Elves 
emphasizes the selection of the 44 poets by 
a panel of judges is very democratic. “We 
select prominent Edmontonians, not neces- 
sarily of a literary background,” he said of 
the judges. “These people are invited to go

removed. The poets with the most votes are 
invited to participate.” Citadel Theatre artis- 
tic director Margaret Mooney and Alex 
Grimaldi of the Edmonton Labour Council 
are just two of the judges this year. 

“It’s interesting to watch people grow and 
develop over time,” Elves said, of the writ- 
ers who continue to submit their poetry 
each year. When he dreamed up the idea for 
the Stroll five years ago, the purpose of the 
society was not only to give the more sea- 
soned writers some recognition, but also to 
help new poets gain exposure and ultimate- 
ly confidence by reading before an audi- 
ence. “Each poet reads for five to seven min- 
utes,” said Elves. “So if the poetry isn’t that 
good, the pain doesn’t last too long, but if it 
is good, it can be a little gem of discovery. 

“Part of our interest in developing the 
Stroll was to reinforce the oral form of poet- 
ry, rather than the written.” 

Funded by grants from municipal and 
provincial governments, the Stroll is able to 
pay each reader a small fee for sharing their 
work. Cafés that sponsor the readings get 
free promotion in exchange for the space.

“It introduces new restaurants to a lot of 
people,” Elves said. “We ask people to 
observe a reasonable minimum charge so 
we're not just taking up space, even if it’s 
just a piece of pie with their coffee.” All 
readings are no-charge, except the 12th Day 
dance, which will have a $5 cover charge. 
“The Stroll is beginning to develop as a bit 
of tradition,” Elves said proudly. He recog- 
nizes that it took a lot of work by a core 
group to keep it going, but added, “It’s now 
in the possession of the poetry community, 
not in the possession of a couple of people.”

he stage was draped in 

Dionysian decadence: votive 
candles glowing mysteriously, an 
alabaster deity, bunches of blood- 
red roses, and flowing purple and 
gold tapestries that brought to 
mind images of the palatial 
boudoir of a Turkish divan. And 
darned if Marshall Tuliy didn’t 
deliver heaping hedonistic help- 
ings of good old-fashioned rock ‘n’ 
roll to the masses at the release 
party for his new album Every- 
thing Must Go at the Power Plant 
last week. 

Tully's sound is a mélange of the 
Pretenders, the Black Crowes and 
the Rolling Stones. It’s also capa- 
ble of surprises, as evidenced by 
the calypso/reggae-influenced 
strains of Pandora’s Box and the 
ethereal twist given his cover ver- 
sion of punk group X’s song By 
The Light. Tully’s habit of switch- 
ing guitars every couple of songs 
seemed a calculated send-up of 
rock clichés. In fact, his whole 
cachet appeared to be an almost 
surrealistic showcase of rock 
iconography, right down to the vel- 
vet portrait of Elvis propped up 
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against the Hammond organ. 

The rich atmosphere helped pro- 
pel an ever-increasing number of 
flagon-bearing folk in the direction 
of the dance floor as inhibitions 
evaporated in a volatile mix of 
blues-driven classic rock and raw 
ale. I later learned the lyrics for 
Pandora’s Box were not complet- 
ed in time for the show and Tully 
hastily threw together much of it 
minutes before the band took the 
stage. Combine that with the fact 
that Tully’s band was brand-new 
and facing their first live perfor-

mance together and the technical 
problematics of this show could 
have been formidable. But it came 
off marvellously. 


Talent in his own right 


Opener Chris Smith, a former 
member of Tully’s band and a 
headlining talent in his own right, 
radiated an easy-going charisma 
on stage and helped set the mood 
for a memorable night in the uni- 
versity district. 

Marshall Tully’s sound is more 
akin to Bad Company than Black

Flag. But there is one aspect of 
punk Tully has fully embraced: the 
do-it-yourself ethos regarding pro- 
duction and distribution of music. 

Tully spent many hours canvass- 
ing media outlets and distributing 
promotional copies of his new CD, 
making sure the right people had 
the proper biographical and pub- 
lic-relations data on his band. To 
Tully, the media can be an invalu- 
able tool to be used in the pursuit 
of success in one of the most mad- 
dening and arbitrary professions: 
“To me, that some bands totally 
disregard and despise the media as 
a self-satisfied, self-interested 
whore, who will cut them loose as 
soon as that band is no longer pop- 
ular, is understandable if some- 
what misguided,” he said. “But if 
you are cautious and understand 
the media can be as much an asset 
as a liability, you learn how things 
work, especially when you are just 
starting out.” 

Equally important to Tully is 
autonomy in production. Every- 
thing Must Go was recorded by 
his Locodisc label and he co-pro- 
duced the album. The result was 
invaluable experience in how the 
problems of production and distri- 


bution could be solved to his satis- | 


faction. He realizes he will inevit- 
ably need assistance next time 


around. ,

The crowd didn’t seem to mind. AWBB’s 
enthusiasm kept energy high. They sang a 
rockin’ birthday song to some guy and 
returned for an encore with a great tune called 
Shut Up. 

The music was all original, much of it writ- 
ten recently. AWBB has been creating new 
material at a hectic pace. Both songs on the 
Payback single are new and they were set to 
record two more new tunes on another seven- 
inch last weekend — this time with the 
Primrods on Melodiya Records. Drummer 
Bela (bassist Clay Culbert is the other band 
member) said they introduced yet another two 
songs at Thursday’s show. 

Maybe slowing down their song output 
might help weed out the few weaker tunes, 
but why stifle creativity? 

Payback is a strong tune, a point which is 
underscored by listening to the seven-inch

recording. On record, with some capable 
hands producing, this band has a clean, urgent 
sound. 

AWBB has cultivated a strong connection to 
the Calgary scene. “We play down there a lot,” 
Bela said, prior to the Rev concert. “We’ve 
played places like the Ship and Anchor, the 
Republik, Night Gallery.” 

They almost toured with Calgary’s Field Day 
last summer, but were forced to decline the 
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offer when their original bass player quit. 
However, Gordon and Garcia do appear as 
back-up vocals on Field Day’s CD Friction. 
With the addition of Culbert, a spot on the 
next tour is again a possibility. 

King Letus opened the show, rushing in off 
the street on to a stage fraught with a wonky 
amp and a microphone that seemed intent on 
falling out of its stand and repeatedly smack- 
ing the lead singer’s face. Top marks to the 
sound guy at the Rev who, as always, was for 
some reason forced to run the equivalent of a 
marathon keeping things in order. 

Top marks as well to King Letus, who 
nonetheless put on an energetic set of sub- 
dued, catchy punk — a sort of Replacements- 
like sound. The trio’s songwriting can create 
some melodic tunes, but they wisely never 
stray far from the driving punk beat. If they 
did, one gets the feeling King Letus might end 
up sounding too much like some classic rock 
band. There are times when it sounds like a 
guitar solo might break out and you're happy 
when it doesn’t materialize. 

Not included in the set was the band’s con- 
tribution to Green Pepper Records’ From the 
Ladle to the Gravy covers compilation. If you 
want to hear It’s Still Rock and Roll to Me, 
you may have to buy the compilation. It seems

The Primrods then took the stage and con- 
tributed a flawless set of late "70s British inva- 
sion-influenced punk. The legacy of Jam, Gang 
of Four, and other similar bands is very evi- 
dent in Primrods’ music. They play the part 





well, both in their stage presence and in their |_| 


work — not Madness style or anything, but in 
that “we just went to the Sally-Ann and got 
some great duds” kind of way. 

Like King Letus, they never strayed far from 
their proven formula. You could almost imag- 
ine some great ska arising out of many of their 
tunes, but the Primrods never took that step. 
The songs would be a lot more danceable if 
they did but, as it is, the Calgary band is just 
producing good solid music. Even their last 
song, a cover of Message to You, avoids the 
ska groove.

Pub Saturday night, before 
the release party for the CD 
Tennessee Angels by Edmonton's 
Pal Joey, a stranger approached 
and asked, “Watcha readin’?” I 
showed him, he introduced him- 
self as Dave and a short conversa- 
tion ensued. 

At first I thought he was drunk, 
then perhaps a band member rec- 
ognizing me as press. But no, he 
was just being friendly. People 
don’t do that a lot these days. They 
should. 

Soon a white movie screen des- 
cended in front of the stage and it 
looked like we were in for a multi- 
media treat. We were, if ya consid- 
er disco lights on a screen and 
loud canned music multimedia. 
Actually, someone just wanted the 
crowd to think sound checks don’t 
exist. Out of sight, out of mind, ya 
know? 

The first band was Calgary’s 
Fire Engine Red. They claimed to 
have left Calgary at 8:45 p.m. and 
were playing by 10:30. Whoa. 

They presented a solid combo of 
groovy sweetness and growling 
aggression with some mellow 
interludes. Vocal harmonies con- 
tributed to the cute-boy guitar pop- 
sound. The drummer’s work was 
especially noteworthy. 

Dave the stranger told me that 
he thought the songs were all right 
but the presentation wasn’t very 
good.

was lit and a videotape played of a 
girl brushing her teeth with what 
looked like a Coke-like beverage.

HEAT (M) — It’s three hours 
long and doesn’t need to be, but 
director Michael Mann's urban 
opus does have Al Pacino and 
Robert De Niro and a vision of Los 
Angeles that's downright eerie. 
Pacino portrays an overly passion- 
ate cop; De Niro plays a thief 
who's also a control freak. There’s 
lots of excessive action and the 
women’s roles are badly realized, 
but this teeming bit of macho 
hooey can be pretty compelling. 

IT TAKES TWO (G) — If 
you're after a major dose of cute- 
ness, you'll find it in a comedy 
that’s likely to remind older view- 
ers of The Parent Trap, a 1961 kid- 
die fantasy about twins of divorc- 
ed parents who attempt to reunite 
their estranged mom and dad. In 
this version, TV’s Olsen twins 
(Mary-Kate and Ashley) play look- 
alike characters, one the daughter 
of a wealthy cellular phone mag- 
nate, the other a tough minded 
orphan. With Steve Guttenberg 
and Kirstie Alley as the adults who 
must be brought together. Totally 
predictable and about as challeng- 
ing as an oatmeal cookie. 

JUMANJI (PG) — Robin 
Williams stars in this overwrought 
adventure about a kid who's suck- 
ed into the reality of a board game. 
When he returns, he brings a 
bunch of wild jungle animals with 
him. The special effects are good, 
though not nearly as convincing as 
those of Jurassic Park. The prob- 
lem is the plot: The movie hasn't 
got one. Moreover, it’s much too 
frightening for little kids, presum- 
ably a big part of the movie's tar- 
get audience. With Kirsten Dunst, 
Bradley Pierce and Bonnie Hunt. 

SABRINA (G) — A better- 
than-expected remake of the 1954 
movie that starred Audrey 
Hepburn, Humphrey Bogart and 
William Holden. Harrison Ford
